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Belgian Souvenir 


URING the last few years, the 

collecting of miniature souvenir 

sheets has grown to great pop- 

ularity. Probably the greatest 

reasons are the attractiveness of 
these sheets and their especial appeal 
to collectors as many of them com- 
memorate stamp exhibitions. With an 
increasing demand coupled with limited 
printings in most instances, a complete 
collection is virtually out of reach of 
the average collector. 

The miniature sheets of Belgium offer 
a chance to complete one country with- 
out too large a cash outlay. These 
sheets are particularly attractive and 
interesting in their history. Such a col- 
lection can be branched out if desired, 
to include special exhibition cancella- 
tions and first day covers. An endeavor 
will be made in the following descrip- 
tions to give the more important facts 
concerning these issues. At the present 
rate of exchange one Belgian franc is 
worth about 3¥4c in our money. 


1921 BRUSSELS PHILATELIC EXHIBITION 
IssuE. Scotr’s No. 161A. 

May 1921. 10,000 sheets printed (250,- 
000 stamps). 

On some lists this sheet is not ac- 
corded a place as a souvenir sheet but 
appears to fall under such a classifica- 
tion. 

This sheet consists of 25 stamps, meas- 
uring 1744x 21% mm, of the 50c de- 
nomination in dark blue. Visitors to the 
Philatelic Exhibition were entitled to 
purchase one sheet of stamps, and it is 
said this number was later increased to 
ten sheets. A regular printing from a 
new plate was shortly afterward put 
on public sale in sheets of 150. The 
stamps of the regular issue are in dull 
blue and measure 18 x 203%4 mm.

The sheet measures approxi:nately 
434x 51% inches and contains one per- 
forated stamp of the 4 franc denomina- 
tion printed horizontally in the center 
of the sheet in dark green. The design 
depicts the Arms of Antwerp with sup- 
porters. 

One sheet could be purchased with 
each admission ticket to the Exhibition 
costing 6 francs, making the total cost 
of each sheet 10 francs. 


1931 BRuSSELS PHILATELIC EXHIBITION 
Issue. Scott’s No. 442. 
July 18-21, 1931. 50,000 sheets printed. 
The previous sheets described are list- 
ed as commemorative stamps. The re- 
maining miniature sheets may all be

classed as semi-postal, that is, they 
carry a surtax over their face value to 
be used for various purposes, usually 
charitable. 

This sheet commemorates the Brus 
sels Philatelic Exhibition of 1931 and 
provides money, in the form of a sur 
tax, for the Ex-Soldiers’ Relief Fund. 

The sheet measures approximately

Sept. 15-20, 1934. 65,000 of each 
stamp printed. 

This issue consists of two sheets with 
small margins, each containing 20 
stamps. These were the first stamps to 
show the portrait of Leopold as King. 
The denominations are the 75c-+-25c, 
the stamp design measuring 18 x 22 mm. 
and lfr.+25c, 21x24 mm. The for- 
mer is printed in olive black and the 
latter in violet. The 25c surtax in each 
case went to the Ex-Soldiers’ Relief 
Fund. 

These stamps were sold on the occa- 
sion of the Exhibition held by the In- 
valid Philatelic Club, and the date of 
their issue is the 20th anniversary of 
the beginning of the World War. Every 
purchaser of a ticket to the Exhibition 
was entitled to buy a set of stamps, 
the total cost, including ticket, being 41% 
francs. 


1935 BrussEts EXHIBITION 
Scott’s Nos. 502-03-04. 

Apr. 28, 1935. As far as is known, 
figures on the printings are not avail- 
able. 

This issue consists of three sheets of 
ten stamps each, depicting an early Bel- 
gian mail coach. They were issued on 
the occcasion of an International Exhi- 
bition concerning postal pension.

The inscription ‘Fondation 
Musicale Reine Elisabeth” appears at 
the top of the sheet margin to the left, 
and “Muziekfonds Koningin Elisabeth” 
appears at the bottom to the right. 


The total cost of the sheet was 20 
francs, of which the surtax of 12fr., 10c 
went to the Queen Elizabeth Musical 
Foundation. The sheets were sold by 
advance subscription, and the demand 
is said to have greatly exceeded the 
supply. These stamps are valid for 
postage until Sept. 30, 1938.

Plans for the first stage of Trans-At- 
lantic Air Mail service are already under 
way with announcement by the Post Of- 
fice Department that bids for contracts 
for service between the United States 
and Bermuda must be received no later 
than noon, January 15. 

Specifications for sealed bids state 
that the United States terminus must 
be Baltimore, Charleston, S. C., or 
Norfolk, Va., with Hamilton, capital of 
Bermuda, terminus. At present there is 
airway passenger service between Balti- 
more and the British island colony. 

The announcement of specifications 
further states that the contract may be 
canceled following completion of Trans- 
Atlantic Airmail lines between the 
United States and Europe by way of 
Bermuda. 

It will require about six months fol- 
lowing the awarding of the bid before 
operation would begin. Pan-American 
is believed to be the only organization 
that will teuder a bid for the service.

However, the first lap of regular 
flights in a European direction will be 
realized, which no doubt will speed up 
the air mail plans to the old world, 
regardless of connecting links. 

At present four government depart- 
ments are involved in a battle for con- 
trol of United States to Europe airmail 
service. These are the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics of the Department of Commerce, 
the Maritime Commission, and the Post 
Office Department. Congress jis also 
tied up in the scuffle with Senator Pat 
McCarren of Nevada holding that all 
jurisdiction of such service be placed 
with I. C. 

Foreign and domestic rates must be 
decided upon, which alone tends to hold 
up an early date of inaugural. 

Last, but not least, lack of equipment, 
likewise delays the start. 

According to the latest available in- 
formation, the building of large airships 
is now in progress at Seattle, Wash. The 
planes are Boeings and will be available 
sometime after May 1. 

As for the philatelic end of the United 
States to Bermuda air mail route, it is 
doubtful if the Post Office Department 
will strike off a special set of stamps. 
Instead, the regular 10-cent blue air 
mail stamp, still available at the Phila- 
telic Agency and Post Offices, is expect- 
ed to be used. And these will not be 
overprinted.

MICHIGAN 
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Britain Claims “Poached 
Eggs” Were Stolen 





According to the Washington Post, the 
British government has declared illegal 
trading in the “poached egg” stamps 
which have been featured in new issue 
columns and advertisements in the phil- 
atelic press during the past several 
months. The Post Office Department 
claims the stamps were stolen but Brit 
ish stamp papers have printed versions 
of the stamps origin which indicates 
that they were actually sold in vending 
machines in error for the regular 1% 
penny green stamp.

The idea of honoring postally the 
republic’s great, other than those whose 
; political and military victories gained 
more than ordinary fame, is not 
It has been proposed before and 
in Linn’s for that matter. Our country, 
despite its comparatively short span of 
life, can claim among its citizens during 
the past century and a half, a greater 
number who reached the heights in the 
various arts and sciences and who have 
benefited mankind more than during any 
period of equal length since the dawn of 
history. Most of the things which are 
counted today as the essentials of the 
modern age of machines and its speed of 
communication and travel, owe their 
origin to Americans. Americans more 
than any other nationalities have earned 
the applause of the world for their ex- 
celling in the field of mechanics and all 
things scientific. Perhaps that accounts 
for the general lack of appreciation of 
the artists and authors, their particular 
skill being overshadowed. The greatness 
of the republic itself is due to all these. 

In the first hundred and fifty years 
we have seen Americans invent the 
steamboat, locomotive, telegraph, tele- 
phone and airplane. Five things that 
have changed completely the pattern of 
the world, that were not dreamed of 
when Lexington was a Massachusetts 
village unknown to history. The last of 
those five inventions was still being 
ridiculed only a short 25 years ago. 
Those who gave them to the world did 
so without the fanfare, acclaim and 
honors of their luckier military and pol- 
itical contemporaries. Rather, instead 
of being acclaimed and encouraged, each 
was subject to ridicule seemingly with- 
out end. 

It would be difficult, yes even impos- 
sible to honor all these people adequate- 
ly on one set of stamps. Why not do the 
thing up right and issue a set for each 
group of distinguished persons? Sets of 
four, five or six values for each? Sounds 
like a lot of stamps, but there is no need 
for hurry and should not be, so that the 
Bureau would have plenty of time to 
do a good job. Care should be taken 
to avoid the errors of the Army and 
Navy set, and certainly those sets should 
not serve as patterns for the others. 
The stamps most commonly used are the 
3c, 2c and 1c with the 1%4c, 5c and 
Y4c runners up, and no commemorative 
set should include other than these de- 
nominations most commonly used and 
seen. The 4c stamp is little used and 
actually makes by itself only one postal 
tate—the obscure double rate on a local 
letter.
